Others who were ill discharged their physi- 
cians, threw their nostrums into the street, 
and fell to drinking the waters of the sprinZ. 
Everybody got well, and without delay or ex- 
pense. Farmers who uickered ia the groce- 
ries of New London and Norwich spread the 
pews, vudtbe mineral water went downto 
thé city invalids by the cartful. Then a pil- 
grimage begun. Veople went streaming over 
the hiils in carriages, carts and vuns to the 
brink of the famols spring, and bore away 
the water in flasks and demijohus and forty- 
gullon wine casks. Meu came from Griswold 
avd Voluntown, tiffeen miles away, and frum 
tbe borders of Kh de Island with carts and 
oxen. Thesetting inof cold weather did not 
discourage the Lbealih seekers, and each day 
of this winter has seen strangers bending to 
drink of the spring, and beariug away vessels 
of the precious water. 

A remarkable characteristic of the water, it 
is svid, is the impossibility of either freeziag 
or boiling it. Old men weo have lived in the 
neighborhood ail their lives aver that the 
spring was never frozen over even in the 
jrostiest weatber, and housewives say that it 
will not boil like otber water, but waen 
heated tothe higuest degree it shivers aod 
simmers. 

‘he virtues of the spring, 1t is well known, 
were familiar to the Indians who hunted in 
Eastern Connecticut. Thev regarded it asa 
precious gift of the Great Spirit,and as sacred. 
it was known to them as the * Madicine 
spring,’’ and when disease attacked them 
they journeyed for miles from all parts of the 
Stute to drink of its healing waters.

A merecnsat 
tock it 1or biliousness and constitutional di- 
ispidation, but thecfforcit made to afliline 
with the Norwich Whisky he nad 
drupk for forty year-, pro- 
duced a series of interual convulsions that ar- 
gued general disintegration, andthe patient 
swore that be didn’t intend to be blown up in 
order to get weil, He dropped the spriag 
ard wentback to whisky. ‘he temperance 
people swear that this result is ratherin fav- 
or oi the virtues of the water, and that no cu- 
rative agent can asseviate with Norwica rum 
or fightit handicapped.

“The popular taste just now seems to run 
more to light and comicthan to serious and 
sentimental music,’’ said Mr. Taylor, Ameri- 
ca’s only hand-organ maker, pressing dowa 
the ashes 1n his pipe-bowl and meditatively 

iving atwist to the nearest crank, whic 
broumbt forth a protesting yowl from the in- 
strument. ‘But, of course,” he continued, 
‘twhen they get their musical cargoes by the 
band-organ line they have to take them mixed. 
We put up the tunes in assorted lots, as you 
may say. For spring styles just now the pria- 
c:pul choices teem to be selections from ‘The 


f Beer’ and *Tke Jumping Jack.’ 
sine tein ‘Katinitza’ aud a variety of jigs, 
reels and Waltzes. Whatare we doing m 
the ‘Ptrates.’ Well, the epening chorus, the 


second chorus policemen, and the aria 
of the General’s daughter. Publ 


ished? Well, 

I believe some ofthe ‘Pirates’ music is pub- 
lished, but I’m not certain. It isn’t neces- 
sary for us to wait until music is rinted to 
getitonour cylinders. I can _ listen toa 
piece of music once, and write it out correct- 
ly afterwards, without it is terribly compli- 
cated. But the ‘Pirates’ is weak. viewed 
from the hand-organ stand-point. It lacks 
takirg airs, melodies such as _ ‘Pinafore’ 
was rich in, things that everybody gets to 
know, and that the children sing. We had a 
great rusb on ‘Pinafore’ airs last season, but 
pow they are never calledfor. I only make 
organ barrels, or cylinders, to order, and the 
person ordering picks out for himseif the 
1unes he wants put on; so there is no regular- 
itv aboutthe arrangement, and no two are 
alike. AsI said, the demand this year is for 
lively music more than ever before, but still 
there are some serious tunes that hang on 
well. 
one of them, and the ‘Sweet ty and By’ will 
always be good in the West and through 
Connecticut. Some of Moody and Sinkey’s 
tunes are good to have in working the rural 
districts, particularly the sort of lively oves, 
such as ‘Whereis My Boy To-night?’ and 
‘Hold the Fort’ isa good, steady stand-by. 
An operatic air, one from some old, good, 
standaid opera, is always well to throw in. 

‘‘Anythbing from the Sa:vation Army’s 
songs? No; I didn’t get achance to hear 
them before they skipped out of town. I 
judge from what I am told about them that 
they are a good deal like our negro camp- 
meeting tuner. Well, there’s not much Call 
for them. The organ-grinder must be 
careful bot to offend the most del cate sen- 
sibilities or secturian feelings of his audi- 
ences, and you hardly ever know just how 
people will take hymn tunes on the organ, ex- 
cept in particular locajitues or in some excep- 
tional instances. 

‘‘Negro minstrel airs are very seldom call- 
ed for now. ‘That sort of music seems to 
have ip a great measure died out, and it is 
a pity, for some of the sweetest purely 
American music wus written fur the burat- 
colk bietbren. I bave a good deal to do 
putting on old country songs, German and 
Italian generelly, that people come and whis- 
tlhe or sing to me for the purpose of getting 
them set up. But the popular favorites, you 
may say, for the comiug season, those which 
you wiil hear on more organs than any others, 
will be the ‘Jumping Jack’ and ‘Pitcher of 
Beer.’ 

‘*No, J dow’t make a great many instru- 
ments. I can turn out abouttwo a week, if I 
want to, but the demand is limited, and most 
of my work isipy repairing and making new 
e\liingers. A cylinder with eight or nine 
tunes for band organs costs from $32 to $4), 
and for parlor and side-show organs from $335 
to $100, according to size. The score of in- 
struments you see about you all belong to in- 
dividual owners, Who are bLaving something 
done to them. 
carousals at Jones’ Wood, Coney Isiand, 
and some other piuces of summer resori. I 
don’t hire outany organs, but there is an 
Ital'an on Baxter street Who rents out a doz- 
en or more during the season. I never tried 
that, but 1 did trv once selling hand organs on 
the installment plan. It didn’t pay. Organs 
are too ligbt and handy to get away with.’’

Fra Giovanni del Papa, te famous Fran- 
ciscan tenor of the Sistine Chapel, and monk 
ot Ara Coli, is dead. He fad been singing .a 
great deal in all the church festas this season. 
At every function in the Sietine Obapel, at 
st. Ignazio for the requiem mass of Pius [X., 
op ail) occasions, we have heard his angelic 
voice soaring pure and clear, limpid and 
sparkling, like a mountain stream thrown up 
into a bogb-water sbaft, and spreading off in 
spray as transparent as sunny sheen against 
the heavens. Revers! times when I have beard 
him sing this spring I have thought, ‘‘It is an 
angel and no human being.’’ : 
The poor Frate was ill only a few days with 
a violent inflammatory gastrie fever, aggra- 
vated by intestinal gangrene. Fra Giovanni 
wasasimple, kind hearted contadino. He 
was the son of contadini, and was born thirty- 
seven years ago at St. Maria del Giu tice, 
near Lucca. He entered the order of the 
Minor Osservants Franciscans when he was 
only seventeen. He was, it is said, a good 
student of religious philosophy and theoiogic- 
al discipline, and at ope time was a robust and 
effective preacher. About six or s:ven years 
az0 it was discovered that he had a magaifi- 
cent tenor voice of marvelous sweetness, @X- 
tent, and, what Is unusual with aye gy br of 
it seem- 


voice, of great strength, and 
ed incapable of fatigue. Its fresh- 
ness and purity were truly ua- 


equaled. It was totaily unlike other human 
voices. All who heard him were enchanted— 
cbly afew said it ought to be subjected to 
musical taining. ‘The Princess cCantacu- 
zene Altieri, in her beautiful story, **Pove- 
verina,’’ gives this description of Fra Giovan- 
ni’s voice und its powerful eiiect in a churea: 
‘Then & voice arose which excited a sort of 
trembling inthe crowd; all heads turned io 
the sume direction; ail curious and eager 
lcoks rested on the same pointin the tribuue. 
It wasatenor voice, fresh, pure, caressing, 
but, atove all, touching anu teoder—one of 
those voices which, in spite of defects, disarm 
all criticism, because they make vibrate that 
chord of true teelivg which exists in all hu- 
man souls.’’ 

Fia Giovanni del Papa had many rich and 
tempting offeis from impressarii, but ne al- 
ways reused them firmiy. Fra Giovaani was 
a protege of the Altieri family; he was under 
the protection of the yet rete occupied a 
rcom in the Palazzo A tie:i, Rome, woenever 
be wished; he was as a petted chiid of the fam- 
ily. He was a gay, haypy bon enfant, witha 
heavy, coarse furm and face; there was never 
such a contradiction between body and voice; 
it was difficult to belicve they were of one be- 
ing. He was most imprudent in his mode of 
iiving, never tuok care of his health, and ate 
and drank the most indigesiible food and 
common Wine at the most unreasonable hours

Had he not been a friar, he would have been 
one of the greatest Operatic stars that this age 
lias pro@uced. As it was, he was engaged to 
sing in ali parts of ltaly, and wherever his 
Lume Was announced not only was the church 
ciowded with people, but every spot around 
it, in the hope of hearing some of tnose notes 
which filled the church as an ordinary voice 
tills a moderate-sized concert room.

As the 
Piince presided at many public dinners, it 
was often close to midnight before he could 
possibly reach Windsor, and he had accord- 
ingly alwavs astorm to face for ‘‘keeping late 
hours.’? Finajly, the Queen ordered the cas- 
tle gates to be ciosed at 10:30 p. m., and the 
now much monumented husband was _ locked 
out if he happened to be behind time. 

Prince Albert was thoroughly stingy, and 
wes cordially disiiked by the servants of the 
royal bouseboid. Heruthlessly abolished all 
the perquisites which, from long custom,they 
corsidered themselves entitied to. He went 
so far as to confiscate the money they received 
by disposing of the ends of the wax candles 
used to illuminate the ball and concert-rooms. 
Even inthe houses of the smaller gentry the 
servants are accustomed to refresh with cold 
meat and beer avy of their friends or the 
tradesmen caMing during the day. At Buck- 
ingham Palace the same custom prevailed. 
This, however, was too much for’ the Prince’s 
ideas of frugalitv, and he ordered the servants 
to be placed on board wages, so that any hos- 
pitulity they wished to show their friends had 
to be paid for out of their own pockets. Little 
wonder, then, that when he died the grief in 
the servants’ hall was not uncontrollable. 


Admiral Porter’s Scrape. 
{Washington Cor. Chicago Times, 7th. ] 

Admiral Porter, chief ofticer of the United 
States Navy, Was brougbt into court to-day 
upon complaint of H. S. Wetmore, a former 
employe of the navy under contractfor fur- 
nishing supplies. The full partieulars of this 
case were published in the Times overa year 
ago, in connection with the notorious and ri- 
diculous letters signed ‘‘Admiral.’’ Wet- 
more is a short, stout man, with snappy coal- 
black eves, red cheeks and a pug nose, under- 
neath which curls asmall black mustache. 
We:more slouches over his round face a soft 
black bat. His round figure,set off by a shiny 
black sack coat and loose trowers, has been a 
familiar one obout the street corners of Wash- 
ington during the Jast two orthree years. His 
case against Admiral Porter has been his main 
\opic of conveisation. His poverty has in- 
clined people to think that’ very 
litte woula result from his  prosecu- 
lion of the ricb, influential Admiral 
of the Navy. But the final appearance 
of the case in court to-day shows that Wet- 
more has been stronger in procuring means to 
prosecute the case than any one could have 
supposed. He brings shit first to recover 
$21,000 due him from Admiral Porter. Wet- 
mere had a wife, whom Admiral Porter had 
inany times befriended. It was througb her 
influence with Porter that Wetmore had 
special favors granted to him at the Navy de- 
partment. After a time Wetmore became 
jealous of the intimacy between Admiral Por- 
ter and bis wife. He quarreled with her, 
and, a little later, discovered a packet of let- 
ters addressed to bis wife from Admiral Por- 
ter. ‘The most important of these letters 
have been already published. Divorce pro- 
ceedings ufterward ended the quarrel between 
the pair. Mrs. Wetmore married again, and 
went West, but before this, and after the De- 
cree of divorce, Wetmore aileges that Admiral 
Porter stopped a portion of his pay for the 
support of Mrs. Wetmore. It is to re:over 
the sum thus withheld that Wetmore has 
buoughbt suit. The trial will probably con- 
tinue several days. 


The Cotton Spinning Industry. 
[From the New York Times. ] 

The cotton spinning industry, one of the 
great industries of the world, is continually 
increasing, especially in this county. The 
total number of spindles onthe globe is, ac- 
c rding to the latest returns, 71,250,000, of 
Which Britain bas 39,500,000. Switzerland has, 
contrary to general opinion, more spindles, 
proportionately to its pupulation, than any 
other Continental State, ranking in Europe 
immediately after England. The United 
States have 10,050,000 spindles; France has 
5,000,000; Germany,4.800,000 ; Russia,2,860,000 ; 
Switzerland, 1,810,000; Austria, 1,800,000; 
Spain, 1,775,000; Italy, 900,000; Belgium, 800v,- 
GOO; India, 1,275,000; Sweden and Norway, 
310,000; Hulland, 230,000; Greece, 36,- 
(40; and other countries, (including 
Denmark ard Portugal), 44,000 spindles. 
Britain hes, to every 1,000 of its inhabitants, 
1180 spindles; Switzerland, 675; United 
States, 218; France, 135; Germany, 108; 
Spain, 103; Holland, 57; Sweden and Norway, 
48; Austria, 42; Russia, 30; Italy, 20. Fall 
kiver is by large odds the greatest cotton- 
spir ping center inthe Republic. It now 
1.364.191 spindles and 32,621 looms; uses 
162,475 bales of cotton annuaily, and manou- 
factures every year about 400,000,000 yards of 
cloth. All of its fifty mills are now very pro«- 
percus, and producing each week 15v,000 
pieces of printing-cloths, not to speak of 
+ heetings, tilesias, white fine goods, fancy c>t- 
tons, etc. Their operatives number near 16,- 
C00, ard the weekly pay-roll reaches some 
$410,00. The corporations have suffered 
much from dull times, dishonest treasurers, 
and other causes; but they have come bravely 
out«f their troubles, and their future looks 
raciant. . 


How Wood Pulp is Made. 
| From the Portland ( Me.) Press. | 
So much is said about the paner pulp which 
is extensively used in the manufacture of pa- 
per tbat a brief descrfption of the process of 
making it will be entertaining. v white 
soft wood may” be used. The bark is taken 
off, the knots and dark and decayed places 
cut out. It is then put into a large caidron 
and boiled, which extracts all the glutinous 
matter and resin and renders itsoft. It is 
then puton a 7 stone grinder, with water 
pouling on it allthetime. The grindstone 
wears off the fibres until they are finer than 
sawdust, which float away into a receptacle. 
The water is drained off by means of a fine 
sieve, leaving the pulp, which consists of 
fine fuzz or splinters of wood. It is white 
and requires no bleaching, but is ready to be 
mixed with rag pulp or anything else that has 
a strong fiber and receive the prover constitu- 
ents to make it into paste, atter which it is 
run off into paper sheets, whereas rags have 
to be washed and bleached with chioride of 
lime,toda ash and alum and such strang chem- 
icals to take out the color. Then they are 
picked to pieces and made into pulp. The 
presees by which wood pulp is made is pure- 
y mechanical. Itcen be made cheap, say at 
about one cent a pound.

The Governor-General’s sanctum is acheery 
apartment lighted by two windows. A nar- 
row door close to the desk gives access to the. 
private working-room and atelier of the Prin- 
cess Louise. Portraits of the late Duchess of 


_Argyil and the splendid Duchess of Suther- 


land adorn either side of the mirror. On the 
mantelpiece were two photographs of tae 
Princess Louise, one representing Her Royal 
Highness in her wedding-dress. A won- 
drous piece of Gobelins tapestrv hangs on 
the southern wail., His Exceilency’s ink-bot- 
tle is constructed from the hoof of the charger 
that carried Lord Ciyde through the Crimean 
war. The portraits of his Princess-wife con- 
front the Laird of Lorne as he writes, and be- 
tween them stands a miniature of our Queen 
on ivory in aruby velvet open case. Inverary 
Castle holds its own on the western wall, and 
the India-ink drawing of the ‘*Home Com- 
ing,’* doi e by Her Royal Highness, is admir- 
able in its every detail. There are also paint- 
ings in oil frem the brush of the roval l!ady, 
displaying masterly execution, Bonnie Scot- 
land being especially favored by the gifted 
artist. A table in the center of the room is 
dedicated to an immense morocco-bound 
volume, containing the various addresses pre- 
sented to His Excellency upon assumiog the 
reins of oflive, while a case of salmon flies, 
flanked by boxes of cartridges, tell their owa 
tale of flood and field. 

The drawing-room is a charmingly propor- 
tioned apartment, all dead blues and dead 
grays. Hereis « wealth of costly knick- 
kpucks, an El Dorado of bric-a-brac. Uhe 
walls glow with oil-paintings and water- 
colors, the most noticeable a life-size por.rait 
of the Priness Louise 1n her bridal robas; “‘A 
Passage frum Elaine,’’ by Dore, Tennyson’s 
wolds, in Dore’s writing, undermeath. a half- 
length of Prince Albert, ‘*Inverary Castle,’ ’ 
“Gien Shivra,’’ ‘*Windsor Castle,’’ **Como’’ 
and **Venice.’’ On entering Her Royal High- 
ness’ boudoir the first object that strikes tne 
eye is the branch of an apple tree in leaf and 
fruit, trailed against the panels of a white 
door. A closer inspection reveals the 
‘*counterfeit presentment,” for,in order to 
kill the dead glaring white, the Princess con- 
ceivedthe happy and wsthetic idea of thus 
decorating the obnoxious portal. Tais 
she has done with her owa_ hand, 
und the avppies are ripe and rosy enough 
1o ecanvse a second tail. A large whoto- 
eraph of Her Majesty holdstie place: fh no’, 
‘he buckgiound veipg asuperb specimen of 
Gobelins. The escritoire of the Princess, with 
its gorgeous blotter ef red and the royal arms 
inyvo'd,is «prominent object, as is alsoa 
painting ofa brick wall covered with peaches, 
tinishea by the Princess two days before the 
fire at Inverarv Castile.

Reaching the inventon’s office after a struggle 
througb mud and rain, the reporter fouad 
Edison sleeping on the sofa up stairs. Not 
wishing to break into the dreams—possibly of 
carbon horse shoes and gold tailings—that the 
tired scientist was enjoying, the reporter walk- 
ed around for halfan bour from window to 
window, and was astonished to see a great 
number of pew posts planted throughout the 
*‘;ark.”? Edisop soon roused himself, and, in 
answer to the question whether there was any- 
thing new going on, replied: ‘Don’t you see 
anytbing new yourself?’’

MOUNT VERNON: 


Where Washington Obtained the Name 
ef His Home. 
{From the New York Times | 

While every American has heard of Mount 
Vernon, probabiy not one iu a hundred Knows 
whence it derived the name. ‘the unfortu- 
nate Duke of Monmouth bad a privaie secre- 
tery named Vernon, a prudent, sensible man 
of business, who, after the Duke’s death, 
found favor in influential quarters, and under 
William 111. became Secretarv of State. He 
left a son, Edward, born 1634, who, greatiy 
against bis father’s wishes, entered the navy, 
and serving with early distinction, rose to the 
rank of Admirai. In 1722 he wWas 
1eturned to the House of Commons, 
and having in July, 1739. declared there 
the Porto Kello might be reduced with six 
sail of the line, and that be would stake bis 
life and reputation on the success of the ex. 
pedition, be was sent off with a squadron to 
doit, succeeded, and gave his men $10,000, 
which had just arrived to pay the Spanish 
troops. On returning home, he received the 
thanks of bcth houses and the freedom of the 
cityof London. From that day, however, 
his star declined. Au expedition to Cartaa- 
cera, madetwo yeesrs later, signaily failed 
Smo:lett, at thatf'ime a naval surgeoo, accom- 
panied the fleet, und bas told the story of it 
in ‘*Roderick Random,” where he compares 
Vernon and Gen. Wentworth, who 
commanded the auxiliary land fo) ce, to Cresar 
and Pompey. ‘‘The one,’’ he says, **would 
not brook a superior, while the other was im- 
patient of an equal; so that between the pride 
of one and thein-olence of the other the 
ente? prise miscarried.’’ It was in the land 
force at Carthayena that Lawrence Washiug- 
ton, George’s elcer brother by 14 year<, hud 
served. and apparently he esteem2d Vernon, 
as be gave his name to his home on the Poto- 
mac, and procured a Midshipman’s appoint- 


ment for George, but his mother’s 
interposition ulilimately prevented the 


boy’s uvailipg himself of it, albeit she had at 
first consented. Vernon’s popularity was 
so great tbat his unlucky expedition does 
not seem to have affected it, and pe was ac- 
tually elected to Parliament for three places 
at once on his return. Probably his known 
hostility tothe Government had much tod; 
withthis. In 1745 he wasdetailed to watch 
the North Sea, in view of a movement of the 
Pretender’s adbe: ents, The next year a 


serious squabble arose between 
him and the Government, resulting 
in his producing two pamphlets, 


which so exasperated the authorities that by 
the King’s express command he was struck off 
the lst of Admirals. He died in 1757, at his’ 
seat in Suffolk, and notwithstanding his dis- 
grace, a bandsome monument to him was 
erected in Westminster Abbey. It was Ver- 
non who brought into use the custom of mix- 
ing water with the ration of rum, which got 
the name of grog from his hahit of weariny a 
grogram waistcoat, and hence his nickn «ne of 
“Old Grog.” Altogether, the man who in- 
vented grog, isburied in Westminster Abbey, 
commemorated by Smoliett, and gave a name 
to Washington’s home, must be regarded as 
bo ordinary person. 


HON. W. 8S. GROESBECK, 


His Great Wealth and His Charitable 
Donations. 
[Frem the Cincinnati Gazette. | 


Mr. Groesbeck’s by no means censtralle 
reticence in 1egard to himself and his own af- 
fairs will prevent much being said under this 
head. If his wealth consisted of houses and 
lots. or manufactories in this city, there would 
be such records of it that some approximation 
might be made in regard to its value. But ke 
bag never encumbered himself, to any great 
extent, with the trouble of looking after such 
property. It1s understood toat he retains ail 
his iather’s interest in the Lafayette [ank. 
and perbaps largely augmented by his owa 
accumulations, e keeps a desk at his bank, 
and here attends to the care of his government 
bonds, stocks, and securities, amounting io 
the aggregate, it is supposed, to $2,000,000. 

The smaller portion of bis wealth consists 19 
houses and lots in the city. The amount on 
the tax duplicate for last year was 4$327,1%), 
which is perbapsequalto half a million in 
real value. His private residence is put 
down at 341,540. 

Though a large possessor of bonds and 
stocks, be neverindulges in any speculative 
ventures. ‘He keeps thoroughly posted, how- 
ever, In their rise and fall,and watches with 
eager interest everything that is before the 
public. During the past year he has been 
diligently studying the history and present 
status of all monetary and financial! matters. 

As to bis liberality in the distribution of 
his wealth, it is not supposed to equal its an- 
nual incfease, and, therefore, there is no dan- 
ger of him or any of his family having to 20 
‘‘over the bill to the poor-hous:.’’ Hus cou- 
tributions “for sweet charity’s sake’? must be 
pete according to the Scriptural plan the Jeft 

and not knowing whatthe rignt hand xiv- 
etb, for but few persons speak his praises in 
this regard. Still, an occasional§fact has be- 
come known where he bas made a |i}eral do- 
nation fora worthy cause. He belongs to the 
Second Presbyterian Church, which was or- 
ganized in a parlor of his father’s house, but 
contributes nothing to its support. 

Burnet Woods Park, of 115 acres, belonged 
to Mrs. Groesbeck and her brother, Robert 
Burnet. Through Mr. Groesbeck’s negotia- 
tions it Was transferred to the city, by per- 
petual lease, on reasonable terms, with the 
rigutto purchase. Some time aiter the pas 
was improved, and the city hasopene] ic with 
musical attractions. Mr. Groesbeck volun- 
tarily donated tothe city $60,0W in bunds, 
the interest on which, $3,000 a year, shoul 
be forever ¢«xpended annually to pay for fee 
conceits in that park auring the sumum-¢ 
season.

His healthis breaking down grad- 
ually, and he feels that the time was come for

‘*Yes. I mean the secret and open fight 
which has been forced upen him ~ different 
members ofthe board. You see, Mr. Harris 
is connected with a Harvard professor and 
the Superintendent of the Schools at Cleve- 
land in editing the Appleton 
series of readers, which has 
been pow published for some time. It is said, 
with how much truth I do not know, that Mr. 
Harris assisted in the effort to have these 
books introduced inthe county: the effort 
failed, but there was some talk about it at the 
time.’’ 

‘*Well, would there have been anything 
wrong init if he had?’ 

‘*‘No, of course not. But the thing was 
talked about. 1 was told by an intimate friend 
of Mr. Harris that he had insisted upon the 
Appletons making no effort to introduce their 
readers in St® Louis as long as he was Super- 
intendent.”? 

‘*Well, then, how can the book question 
have anything to do with his resignation?’ ’ 

** Again, all I know in this particular is ru- 
mor—altogether rumor, that that part of the 
School Board which is working in the interest 
of the Cincinnati publishers has made a fizht

Why He Dislikes the Chime—Lively al- 
tercation Between Witness and 
Attorney. 


Depositions in the suitof Messrs. Leete 
and Hulse against the Pilgrim Congregational] 
Society, to restrain them from ringing their 
chimes, was resumed in the office of Messrs, 
Fisher & Rowell to-day at 2 o’clock. 

Mr. Geo. T. Hulse was sworn and on the 
point of being examined, when Dr. Leete ar- 
rived, for whom the attorneys’ had been
